Prince’s Novel Ride. 

The Prince, looking very fit in | 
the white uniform of » Captain 
of the Royal Navy, Isnded at 
Blake Pier attwenty minutes to 
eleven.

THE HARA MURDER. 


‘Opening of ‘Trial, 

The firat hearing of the case in 
which Nakaoka Konichi and 
Hashimoto Bigoct, formerly as- 
siatant station master at Otenka, 
are charzed with the assassina- 
tion of the late Mr. Hlara, the 
Premier. and the instigation of 
the assassination respectively, 
was held in tha Tokyo Chiho 
Saibansho lest” moath, Jutge 
Shimoda presided. while Pro- 
curator Inomata conducted the 
Prosecution. Nessra. Urabe, Su- 
zuki, Yokoyama and Imamura 
appeared tor the defenca A 
spacious Conrt room af the Tokyo 
Appeal Court was specially 
chosen for the conduct of the 
Proceedings, bat so many .people 
came to hear the trial -that the 
room was filled to overflowing. 
The two accased took their seats 
in tho dock at 1030 am. under 
the escort af policeman, soth 
being sttired in Japanese clothes. 
Nakaoks Konichi the assassin, 
was tho first to be examined. 
Throughout his examinetion be 
maintained a composed attitude, 
and although ho replied in arather 
low voice, his answara were clear. 
In reply ‘to questions put br the 
Cavrt, tha secosed explained how 
he came to hold the Hara Cabinet 
acd its head in abhorrence, be- 
cause of what he regaried as 
Toany cas sof maladminisiration 
committed brit. Assomeexamples 
he gave the Nikolaevsk affair, the 
South Manchuris Tailway case, 
the Tokyo Municipal scandal. the 
opium case, and the Shantung 
issue. 

He said that it was about 
September last that he Srst form- 
ed & resolution to assaesinats Mr. 
Hara. He thought the Premier 
must bo done away with. He 
made up bis mind to undertake 
the task himself in default of any 
cther man who could do 
it, As regards Hashimoto's 
connection with his deed, he 
stated that he had no clear mem- 
ory as to whether he had heard 
from him personally the story of 
the roaladministration of the 
Hara Cabinet. He, hawever, 
admittedthe fact that when the 
assassination of Mr. Yasuda, the 
well-known multi-mithonaire by 
& roan named Asabi Heigo 


was reported in the news- 


papers in September, Hashimoto} 


praised tha assaysin, who 
staked ‘his own life on the.ac- 
Complishment of his object. 
Hashimoto stated. the seccused 
remarked, that if Hara must be 
assassinated he must be. as- 
Sassinated in that manner and in 
& cynical tone he added that 
Nakaoka was tootalkatire to do 
the deed: if be was determined 
to accomplish it he must do it 
sttently and at the cost of his 
own: lifeas Asahi Heigo had done. 
Asked by the Coart if Hashimoto 
uttererl these words in earnest or 
in joke, Nakaoka replied that ho 
was apparently in earnest, 
thourb he thought that they were

PACIFIO RATES AT PARITY 
WITH, SUEZ 

The Admiral Line has announc- 
ed a $620 rate for passengers:

SPANISH MARINE INSURANCE. 

A Royal decrees bas authorized 
the Ministry of Financa to intro- 
duce into the Spanish Parliament ° 
a bill, the purpose of which is to: 
ensure that every company, car- 
poration, association of private 
individual, nations! as wall as 
foreign, carrying on fire or marina 
insurance in Spain, ber posses- 
sions and protectorates, shall 
Teinsure a certain proportion of 
their risks with the State. 

MAIL CENTENARY. 

A hundred years ago, the mails 
and passengers from Calais to 
Daver ware for the firat time 
taken across the Channel by a 
steam-driren vessel. Tho feat 
was at that time considered re- 
markedle, especially as so little 
space was provided for the car- 
riage of coal for stoking. It is 
interesting to note that although 
100 yerrs have elapsed, and 
turbine screw-driven beats aro 
now muchin the majority, two 
paddle stermers are still emplos- 
ed on this service. 

AN INNOVATIONS, 

A floral reception room is 
being installed in the Cunard 
liner Berengarin now under- 
going reconditioning on the 
Tyne. In.this room will be 
received the hundreds of gifts, 
floral and otherwise, that ero 
sent by friends to passengers on 
outgoing Canarders. Very often 
these arrive just as the ship is 
about to sail, with theresalt that 
some difficulty is experienced in 
delivering them safely.

WAGE REDUCTIONS, 
As aresult of meetings between

the catering panel of the . 
National Seamen's and Fire- 
men’s Union, and represent- 
atives of the shipowners the 
wage reductions in this depart- 
ment under the new agreement 
have now been settlad. Stewards’ 
wages on passenger vessels (week- 
ly rates) have been reduced by 
3s.

SLAMESE SHIPPING, 

During thetwelve months April 
1, 1920, to March 31,.3921, more 
native vesseis entered the port of 
Bangkok, Sian, than those of any 
other nation, although British 
tonnage figures were the bighest. 
A reporsdesling with the period 
in question which has just been 
circulated by the Depsrtment of 
Ovarseas trade states that ont of 
571 vessels which called, 200 wero 
Siamese and 185° British. The 
Japanese came next si'h 63 
ships, andthe French fourth with 
45, the other nationalities rep- 
resented io the port returns being 
Norwegian 30, Datch 22, Danish 
1%, American 5, Russian 2 and 
Italian 2, The total tonnage for 
the year was 492,812, of which 
212,182 tons were British, 117,850 
tons Siamese, 77,787 tous Japan- 
ese, 23.603 tons Norwegian, and 
17,030 tons Danish. Four British 
steamship lines now serve tho 
port regularly, but tha most prom- 
inent feature of the year was 
the incresse in the number of 
Japanese vessels; and the decrease 
of those from Norway, which was 
brought about by tha Japanese 
offering cheaper rates to Siamese 
charterers than their Scandina- 
vian competitors. The effect of 
the prohibition of rice ‘exports
